New Yorx, Dec. . — There is an American

and no explanation has been given of what 
use was made of this vast sum. 

- The bribery and corruption praeticed in 
the United States were just as flagrant, al- 
though less in extent and in the amount of 
‘money used. The French speculators ob- 
‘taineé their rights from the United States of 
Colombia and purchased the services of 
Ferdinand de Lesseps to give their scheme 
jeclat. The farce of a canal congress, which 
‘Met at Parison May 15, 1879, was enacted, 
and in the face of intelligent oppositiona 
packed committee on the selection of a loca- 
tion chose the Panama route from sea to 
sea. Lan F 
Soon afteiuthe Paris Canal Congress dis- 
solved Gen, A. E. Burnside, Senator from 
Rhode Island, introduced a resolution on the 
subject in Congress. It read that the United 
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‘attempt by the powers of Europe to establish 
under their protection and domination a ship 
‘anal across the Isthmus of Panama. 

Gen. Burnside in private conversation 
with friends indicated that he foresaw that 
an attempt would be made to influence Con- 
gress, and he has stated that he. introduced 
the anti-canal notice with the intention of 
anticipating any work its promoters might 
attempt at Prashington. 

No sooner was the Burnside resolution 
made publicin France than there was much 
discussion in financial circles and by the 
press. The investigating public soon formed 
the impression that the United States Goy- 
ernment would not tolerate a canal built by 
Frenchmen. The remembrance of the occu- 
pation of Mexico by Napoleon III., and of the 
prompt witharawal of the French troops in 
response to the request of Mr. Seward—a re- 
quest that was made after an order for the 
concentration of 100,000 seasoned veterans of 
the Union army was itssued—was fresh in the 
minds of the members of the Bourse. There 
was much lead-shaking, and friends of De 
Lesseps advised against the attempt to float 
the canal project. 

PRESIDENT HAYES’ MESSAGE. 

Soon after this incident came the arrival 
ot M. de Lesseps in the United States. 

President Hayes received the Frenchman 
courteously, and after listening to the com- 
pliments and the plausible assertions of the 
canal promoter patiently, responded that 
the ‘‘people of the United States were con- 
vinced that they must have the prepondera- 
ting influence over the canal, whoever might 
bulld it. 

President Hayes was stirred by the pres. 
ence of De Lesseps, and he hastened to send 
tothe Senate a message. A Senate resolu- 
tion of Feb. 11, 1880, called on the President 
tor copies of the correspondence between 
the Government and foreign countries re- 
specting a ship canal between the two 
oceans. In the message President Hayes 
thought he had struck a radical blow at the 
French scheme. Hestated that the ‘‘policy 
ofthis country is a canal under American 
control. The United States cannot consent 
to the surrender ot their control to any Eu- 

bpean power or to any combination of 

uropean powers. If existing treaties be- 

ween the United States and other nations, 
or if the rights of sovereignty or property of 
Other nations stand nthe way of this policy 
—acontingency which is not apprehended— 
suitable steps should be taken to promote 
and establish the American policy on this 
subject, consistently with the rights of the 
nations to be affected by it. 

The President’s message to the Senate was 
a staggering shock to De pLesseps and those 
he had gatheredabout him. He waved his 
arms above his head, uttered a series of volu- 
bie invectives, and tnen paced the floor, en- 
deavoring to comprehend the extent of the 
assault on his big money making plans. He 
was at Washington to produce effects that 
would quiet the apprelrensions of the French 
investing classes that the United States 
would interpose objections to the progress of 
the work at Panama. No sooner had he 
reached Washington than the head of the 
American Government issued a proclama- 
tion against foreign control of any canal. 

De Lesseps banked on 
the confidence his countrymen placed in

Certain public officials in the American 
Committee received $25,000 a year for their 
services. 

ROW THE MONEY WAS USED. 

The corruption which followed the organ- 
ization of the American Committee and the 
income of the hard earned money of the 
French subscribers to the canal Company are 
still fondly remembered at Washington by 
some of those who rereived some of the 
boodle. A certain newspaper in New York 
received a liberal subsidy to favor the canal. 
Two Conwressmen were bribed, and the 
money of the French peasantry was freely 
used at the national capital. An article in 
the Financial News of London described the 
situation as follows: 

The American syndicate is one of the most 
shameful corruption funds ever recorded In 
the history of financialenterprises. Imagine 
the expenditure of $480,000 so that a few men 
in New York might represent the company in 
America and .co-operate with it when re- 
quested. To that fand is due the success 
which attended M. de Lesseps’ invitation to 
the then Secretary of the Navy of the 4 
States to accept the presidency of the sydl- 
cate and no respectable bankers should ever | 
have participated in that costly fraud upon 
the sharebolders of the Panama Canal Co. 
These men are challenged to show that they 
ever didanything for the company, exce . 
to lend their names so that In Europe u. 
Lesseps might say that ‘‘America was all 
right. 

The attitude of Congress was decidedly un- 
friendly when the committee was formed 
and the press quite generally was then ad- 
verse tothe canal under French control. A 
change soon occurred. When De Lesseps re- 
turned to France he announced that the 
United States favored his project. He 
claimed that he had refuted all scientific ob- 
jections tothe Panama planandthat the 
Americans have now recognized that the 
work to be undertaken has no litical bear- 
ing and is particularly for their own bene- 
At.“ And Count de Lesseps naively added: 
»The full co-operation of great and powerful 
American banking houses shows the results 
of my trip to the United states.“

A CROWDED STREET CAR RUN DOWN BY 
A LOCOMOTIVE. 


Hapless Victims Carried Along the Track 
by the Engine-—-Gross Carelessness 
Caused the Disaster—Six Arrests Made

Blunder of a Physician—Found Frogen 
Casualties.

an hour, the railway people say. For some 
reason the occupants of the engine cab did 
not see the car approaching the crossing and 
on account ot the heavy coating of frost on 
the windows of the car passengers did not 
see the engine bearing down upon them, 
A TRAIL OF DEAD. 

In an instant the engine struck the car And 
passed on, leaving a trail of dead and in- 
jured people. The car was dragged for a 
distance of about one hundred and fifty yards, 
and at every foot of the distance some in- 
jury was added to those inflicted when the 
engine first struck the car. The horses be- 
came detached from thecar and ran away 
uninjured, 

The cries of the injured instantly attracted 
the attention of peoplein the neighboring 
houses, and the residents hurried out to join 
the persons who had seen the accident, and 
had hastened to the aid of the 
injured ones. The wildest confus- 
ion reigned for the first few minutes. Those 
who had come to the work of rescue could 
hear the pitiful cries of the wounded and see 
the body of one dead man. Where to begin 
was the question which puzzled them. 
George Blaha was the first one taken from the 
wreckage. He was carried to a saloon in the 
vicinity, but died almost as soon as he 
reached there. The other wounded were 
then picked up by the willing rescuers and 
were carried into the house near the 
rossing. * 

At about the time the injured had all been 
assisted from the wreckage five police patrol 
wagons arrived on the scene and the police- 
men assumed charge of the work. The most

Mr. Lemp, who all along has attempted to 
avoid notoriety in connection with the 
divorce suit, concluded this morning 
that it was about time to make 
a statement of his daughter’s side 
of the case. When seen at his office at the 
brewery by a PoOST-DISPATCH reporter he 
gave a long and clear account of the troubles 
between Mrs. Meyer and her husband, which 
places the young man in anything but an 
enviable light. 

MR. LEMP’S STORY. 

This affair of yesterday afternoon,’’ ne 
said, 'was an attempt of Henry Meyer to 
throw dirt. Wehad been told that he in- 
tended todosomething of the sort, but we 
never dreamed that he would do what he has 
done.

CARE OF THE PIANO 


It You Got One for Christmas This Is How 


to Treat It. 


A skilled planist never allows his beloved 
instrument to stand up against the wall in 
his room, a space of at least a foot being al- 
lowed, says a music dealer. This is to pre- 
vent damp and allow a passage of dry warm 
air, The precaution is especially necessary 
in a brick house where the wall is an outside 
one. Bricks are anything but damp-proof, 


and unless the wall is ‘‘furred’’ there weill be 
considerable dampness, especially when the 
first fire is lighted forthe fall. Dampness is 
fatal toa piano, because, among other rea- 
sons, the rosewood used in making the frame 
is tropical wood and not capable of resisting 
moisture for any length of time. 

In a carelessly kept plano the polish is bad, 
and the varnish looks as though an army of 
insects had been at work on it. This is be- 
cause the wood has stretched and shrunk 
with great rapidity, owing to getting damp 
and then being dried again, and a musician 
seldom cares to buy such an instrument, 
knowing that the delicate interior has suf- 
fered at least to some extent with the exte- 
rior. Taking care of a piano is half the bat- 
tle, and the less dampness the less expenal- 
ture necessary to keep it in tune.

DIED OF HYDROPHOBIA. 


A Boy Bitten by a Mad Dog Falls a Victim 
to the Poisoning. ‘ 
Bernhard Mueller,7 years old, residing with 
his parents at 2118 Withnell avenue in South 
St. Louis, died at 20’clock yesterday morn- 
ing trom hydrophobia, the result of being 
bitten by a stray dog some six weeks ago. 
At the time the dog bit him young Mueller 
mentioned the fact to his mother, and 
showed her a scratch on one of his fingers 
which had been produced by the bite. Mrs. 
Mueller paid but little attention to the 
wound and no one thought it would result 
seriously, especially after it healed up. Last 
Bunday, however, the boy was siezed with 
attacks of irratability, which was followed 
by the throat swelling. Tuesday mat- 
ters were brought to a crisis, when 
the boy became unable to swallow 
anything and terrible spasms were brought 
by the slightest disturbance of the atmos- 
phere inthe room where: he was confined. 
The sight of water or the accidental 
sprinkling of it on him made the boy frantic 
and he would jump out of bed and endeavor 
to get under the stove. His struggles at such 
times were ‘dreadful to behold, 
There was no frothing at the mouth, how- 
ever. Dr. Wessler of 3028 South Broadway 
attended young Mueller, but the parents 
would not permit him to give 
the little fellowany injections. On Tuesday 
hight the physician pronounced the case 
Dopeless, and early yesterday morning the 
boy passed away. A burial certificate 
giving hydrophobia as the cause 
of death was issued and approved 
by the Coroner; Dr. Wessler states that there 
can be no doubt as tothe nature ofthe com- 
plaint which caused death.

He Walked Out of Prison a Free Man This 
| Morning. 

Bostox, Dec. 2.—James Dunlap, the 
Northampton Bank burglar, whose pardon 
was signed by Gov. Russell yesterday, 
was released from State Prison at 9:45 
o’clock this morning and left on the 
Boston and Albany express for New York 
City, accompanied by his life-long friend, 
Mrs. Mary Scott Rowland. There were 
seven men engaged in the Northampton bank 
robbery, which took place on Jan. 
26, 1876, the boodle carried away 
amounting in all to about 51, 200, 000. 


The seven men involved in the robbery 
were Robert ©. Scott, James Dunlap, 
**Shang’’ Draper, James Burns, Robert 
Howard, Billy“ Connor and ‘‘Rea’’ Leary, 
all well known tothe police of all the large 
cities of the country, and especially of 
New York. They gagged and und the 
cashier and his family and compelled him to 

ve up the combination ofthe vaults. They 

ad their plunder under the teacher’s plat- 
form in one of the district school-houses in 
the suburbs of Northampton, but took it to 
New York about three weeks later. 

It was a quarrel over the division of the 
spolls that finally led to the discovery and 
conviction of the robbers. Wm. P. Edson, 
who had been a traveling agent fora firm of 
safe manufacturers and who had called the 
attention of Scott and Dunlap to the North- 
ampton Bank asa promising field for their 
operations, turned State’s evidence. Scott 
and Dunlap were convicted and sentenced to 
twenty years inthe state prison. Of alltne 
robbers these two are the only ones who were 
punished for the crime. 

Scott was really the ringleader. He died in 
prison about five years after his sentence. He 
was always grateful to Dunlap for sticking by 


him, and the story ofthe dramatic scene of 


his deathbed, when he secured from his wife 
a promise to spend her life in working for the 
pardon of his friend, and from Dunlap a 
323838 to live an honest life and to care for 

rs. Scott if he ever was released from 
prison, is still told by the prison officials, who 
were present at the time. 

Mrs. Scott has been faithful to her promise. 
Most of the stolen securities have been re- 
turned and Duniap’s threat to the other rob- 
bers to *‘squeal’’ if they did not make resti- 
tution had much to do with bringing about 
that result. President Edwards of the bank, 
ex-Gov. Long, ex-Warden Russell of the 
State prison, the prison chaplain, George 
Abbott James, were among those who 
favored the pardon. Letters from Gen. W. T. 
Sherman and Robert A. Pinkerton, written 
several yearsago, when the matter of the 
pardon was first urged, were presented to 
the Governor’s Council. 

‘‘Jimmy’’ Dunlap has served fifteen years 
of his sentence. 

Mrs. Scott, who has fought so bravely for 
60 many years to fulfil her dying husband’s 
injunction, married John E. Rowland a year 
or so after Scott’s death, and they lived in 
St. Louis from 1883to 1887. Then they moved 
to New York, and are now living at NO. 123 
Fifth avenue in that city.

MEXICAN REVOLUTION, 


The Government Aroused to the Danger- 
ous Crisis. 


LAREDO, Tex., Dec, 29.—Telegrams are 
Aying thick and fast all day over the Mexican 
governmentijtelegruph line between NeuvaLa- 
redo and the City of Mexico, The government 


seems at last aroused tothe fact that they 
have something besides a mere local out- 
break of bandits and cut-throats to con- 
tend with. It is said that the greater 
part ofthe Mexican army will be rushed to 
the frontier as fast as is 
practicable. President Diaz recognizes 
only too well the gravity of 
the situation. He knows all about border 
revolutions. Some fifteen or twenty years 
ago he, himself, having gained 
laurels and lory in the interven- 
tion war with Maximillian, like Alexander 
thirsted for more worlds to conquer. He was 
avery popular man among the soldiers, how- 
ever; no more so than Gen. Estrada, one 
of the leaders of the present movement. 
He organized a small force and 
crossed the Rio Grande near 
where the present movement started. 
The Mexican Government laughed at his so- 
called revolution, classing him asa bandit 
and an outiaw. However that may be he 
was successful. 

He sees the same danger in the present 
movement that the former Government 
failed to see in his attempt years ago.

**rancheros’’ alike are flocking to the stan- 
dard of Estrada, and he must now have in

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THE FOERSTEL TRIAL. 


The Mayor has properly decided that he 
cannot accept the resignation of suspended 
Treasurer Foerstel and can do nothing in 
the way of settling thecase. The matter 
is thus left for final determination, where 
the Post-DIsPATcH insisted it should be, 
in the hands of the Council. 

What the Council will db aboutit is a 
question of the gravestimportance. It is 
urged that the Council can and should ac- 
cept a resignation sent to it and terminate 
the whole affair. Wedo not believe that 
there 1s any authorization in the laws 
for such action and we are sure that 
the higher law of public interest and 
every consideration of propriety are against 
this view. It pressed by those who 
want the truth concealed, the facts 
smothered and all further investigation 
into the treasury defalcation stopped. It 
is pressed in behalf of dishonesty and in- 
efficiency. Itis worse than a compromise 
with crime because the city would lose 
by it. 

The point that the resignation should be 
accepted because thus the same end will be 
reached as in the trial for impeachment, 
without the cost,is fallacious. It involves 
more. The end to be reached by the in- 
quiry is the uncovering of facts, the fixing 
of responsibility and the punishment 
of ail concerned in the crime. The end 
to be reached by the resignation 
is the smothering of facts. 
dodging of responsibility and the shield- 
ing of offenders. The Council would by 
agreeing to a settlement become a party to 
the betrayal of the city’s interests in be- 
half of incompetence and rascality. 

It is clearly the duty of the Council not 
only to proceed with the Foerstel impeach- 
ment proceeding but to accompany it with 
a broad inquiry into all the circumstances 
of the crime and the conduct of supervis- 
ing officials. If the investigation should 
develop criminal responsibility for the 
crime of the Assistant Treasurer criminal 
proceedings should be instituted. 

Every maninvolvedin this crime must 
be held to strict accountability under the 
law. Neither pity nor politics should be 
allowed to interfere. Nothing less than 
this course will protect the city’s interests

THE JEWISH PERSECUTION AGAIN. 

The reports of renewed persecution of the 
Jews in Russia indicate a determination on 
the part of the savage authorities to drive 
the whole of that thrifty race from the 
dominions of the Czar, The official per- 
secutor isa brother of the Emperor, who 
seems to have been selected for the post 
because of his superior cruelty and insen- 
sibility. The Jewish population of Mos- 
cow has been reduced under his sway from 
80,000 to 30,000, and thereis every pros- 
pect that he will yet accomplish his pur- 
pose, whichis probably the total extinc- 
tion of the Jewish influence. 

The motive of these persecutions is an 
inexplicable puzzle. No two authorities 
agree. But the civilized world is at one in 
the opinion that they are superlatively 
savage and would have disgraced the most 
chaotic and lawless period of the Middle 
Ages. In 1877 Russia went to war with 
Turkey ostensibly to relieve the sufferings 
of the oppressed people of the Balkans, 
butit is a noteworthy fact that the bar- 
barities inflicted by the Mohammedans 
upon their Christian subjects did not equal 
in atrocity those of every day occurrence 
in Russia itself. 1 

The Russian despotism is an anachronism 
in civilization. It has nothing in common 
with the rest of the world and it is hard to 
understand how sane people can find any- 
thing init worthy of friendship; and yet 
in this country there are many who would 
sympathize with Russia should it come 
into collision with England. The old 
prejudice against the mother country, sed- 
ulously cultivated by demagogues, is ac- 
companied by a liking quite as unreasona- 


ble for a tyranny which is, perhaps, worse 


the 


. the courts ot Ala. 
It is not likely, however, that the affection 
can survive many more stories which revolt 
and disgust even the most callous. 


THE MILWAUKRE | MYSTERY. 

The firebug problem which is now to 
the front in Milwaukee is one in which 
every city is interested. The power for 
mischief lodged in one man with a mania 
for setting fire to buildings is almost un- 
limited, and the terror he inspires is uni- 
versal. The Milwaukee bug, grown bold 
after repeated success, hurls a bomb into 
the main building of a street railway 


plant, causing a loss of several lives and a 


great amount of money. The watchman 
saw him, but nobody captured him, and 
unless heis accidentally discovered, his 
operations may be continued throughout 
the winter, a season affording him excep- 
tional opportunities for his enterprises. 

The difficulty of guarding against the 
firebug is great. In some cities property 
owners have sat up all night for him, with 
loaded shot-guns, only to find their vigils 
vain. While they were watching he would 
be illuminating another and less protected 
section of the ward. His operations in 
Milwaukee have been conducted with skill 
and judgment. He never exposes himself 
to wet weather, and patiently awaits a 
conaition of the atmosphere favorable to 
the growth and spread of hastily kindled 
fires. He seems to be wholly unacquainted 
with the police, and the police can find no 
one to introduce them to him. 

In view of the activity of the firebug, 
the fact that there are no fireproof build- 
ings adds to the uneasiness which reports 
of his doings excite. Until he is caught 
all feeling of security is gone. It is esti- 
mated that Milwaukee has lost $5,000,000 
by incendiarism within two months, and 
insurance rates may go to prohibitive 
figures. A large reward has been offered 
and 100 men have been added to the police 
force, ’ 

The Chief of Police of Milwaukee 1s com- 
forting his fellow-citizens with a theory 
that property-owners themselves are the 
firebugs, and that only insured property 
isin danger. He also thinks that the last 
fire was caused by an overheated stove, and 
not by a bomb, though this theory leaves 
the explosion unaccounted for. The tele- 
grams from Milwaukee will be watched 
with great interest for some days to come.

President-elect Cleveland believes and re- 
joices in the fact that the result ofthe elec- 
tion in November was a great Democratic 
victory, but he believes also that it was 
something more than a mere party triumph.

ASSISTANCE WANTED. 


Extract From the Log of the Italian 
Steamer Gelileo, Arrived To-Day— 
Anxiety on the Increase in London- 
Full List of Passengers—Dimensions 
and Spesd of the Cunarder—No St. 
Louisans on Board. 


New Tonk, Dec. 29.—The steamship Gal- 
lileo, Capt. Jones, late Capt. Coleman, from 
Hull Dec. 11, arrived at the bar at (a. m to- 
day. She had continuous west-northwest | 
gales and high head seas throughout the 
passage, with frequent snow squalls. On 
Dec. 16 Capt. Coleman was taken sick and 
died. He was buried at sea on the 2th dur- 
ing a northwest gale. 

On Dec. 25, at5 p. m., latitude 42:52, lon- 
gitude 58:58, so runs the log, ‘‘sighteda 
large steamer bearing northwest, apparently 
disabled. Bore down close to her and she 
exhibited three red lights, showing that she 
was unmanageable, but not requiring assist- 
ance. Exchanged night signals with her, 
which showed her to be the Cunard steamer 
Umbria, from Liverpool for New York. She 
made no other signals for assistance, 
although a heavy sea was running at the 
time. She laid quite easy and comfortable 
with the wind northwest, blowing a fresh 
northwest gale. 

Capt. Jones was of the opinion that her 
machinery was disabled and that she was 
laying to and making the necessary repairs. 

On the morning of the 26th the Gallileo 
passed two steamers bound east, which 
would no doubt fall in with her and render 
any assistance should she require it. Capt. 
Jones states that there need be no alarm for 
her safety. 

The Umbria is one of the smaller of the 
Cunarder fleet, measuring 501 feet in length, 
57 feet beam and 38feet in depth. Her ton- 
nage is 7,798 tons and her engines of 15,000 
horse power. Her speed is set down at 
twenty Knots an hour, and she carries three 
masts and two funneis. 
capacity is 650 first cabin, 162 second, and 250 
steerage. She was built by the Fairfield Ship- 
building Co. at Glasgow in 1884. 

The two record-breakers, the Majestic and 
the City of Paris, measure respectively 583 
and 527 feet in length. 

Two new boats on the Cunard Line are 
being bDullt, one of which was launched at 
Glasgow a short time ago measuring 615 feet 
in length.

eral derelicts afloat in the North Atlantie 
route and oneortwo of them have been 
sighted by incoming vessels as being danger- 
ous obstructions. To seafaring men who 
know the dangers presented by this class of 
wreck almost the first thought is whena 
steamer is long overdue that she has struck a 
derelict ust a-wash. To collide with such an 
ovstacle is like striking a rock, and the con- 
sequences of such a mishap are more than 
likely to prove serious to the véssel that runs 


into It. 
SPOKEN IN MIDOCEAN. 


The fact that the Umbria was spoken on 
Dec, 21. in latitude 49 deg. north, longitude 
38 deg. 65 min. west by the Hamburg-Amer!t- 
can Line steamer Moravia was cabied here 
from New York last night, but this afforded 
no relief to those who had friends aboard, 
They argue that as the Umbria was then 
about half way across the ocean she was in 
the worst possible position to become crip- 
pled. True, she. might in case of accident, 
have borne away for Azores and made a fair 
wind of what had been a head one, but, the 
anxious ones say, had Capt. McKay 
followed this course the Umbria 
should hare been reported from 
the Azores ere this. It may be that the 
steamer, having been blown far out of her 
course, has attempted to make Bermuda. 

The underwriters at Lioyd’s look upon the 
Umbria as an extra hazardous risk. Yester- 
day reinsurance was effected upon ber at the 
rate of 12 guineas premium, which is rather 
a high rate, but this morning 20 guineas 
premium was demanded. Some relnsurance 
was effected at this latter rate, and this in 
itself is a good indication of the anxiety felt 
in business circles. 

Old steamship men, discussing among them- 
selves the probability ofthe Umbria having 
struck a derelict, say that even if such was 
the case her water-tight compartments 
would keep her afloat, unless perhaps she 
struck In such a manner as to tear her side 
out near the engine room. This might be 
done by the steamer striking the floating and 
water-logged wreck a glancing blow and 
catching an anchor fluke in her pigtes. 


Whatever the cause of the non-arrival of 
the Umbria, it can truthfully be said that the 
anxiety and apprehension for her safety 
grows deeperand more intense as hour after 
hour passes and no report of her is received. 
A large number of relatives of those aboard 
of her have left instructions at Lloyd's and 
the cable offices to be immediately informed 
rot nary as any news of the steamer Is re- 
ceived. 


NO ST. LOUWISANS ON BOARD. 

Robert E. M. Bain, agent for the company 
here, said that he did not recognize any 
names of passengers from this city in the 
Umbria’s people and that he was of the 


' opinion that if the vessel was disabled she 


would return to Engiand rather than make 


the trip across even if she was a little more 


than half way across the ocean. 


FOERSTEL AND THE COUNCIL. 


Mayor Nocnan Says the Treasurer Must 
Resign to That Bo y. 


City Counselor William C. Marshall to-day 
informed Mayor Noonan that hecould not 
legally receive Treasurer M. J. Foerstel’s 
resignation. The Mayor was much chagrined 
and when a Post - DISPATCH reporter 


saw him atnoan. His honor was disposed 
to dismiss the subject in the fewest possible 
words. 

Have you decidedif you can receive the 
resignation of Mr. Foerstell?’’ he was asked. 

It goes tothe Counell,““ the Mayor an- 
swered, and then turned to Ben Clark. 

“The fact Is, said Counselor Marshall, 
who was seen a little later ‘the 
resignation sent to the Mayor by Mr. Foerstel 
mightas wellbein the Treasurer’s pocket.

The decision of the City Counselor and the 
Mayor was communicated to George W. 
Lubke, the attorney of the Treasurer, 
as soon as it was made.

Foerstel is for the resent in 
the hands of his political friends as well as 
his lawyer, and they will try to ascertain 
what the Councilmen would do before they 
direct him to send a resignation to the 
Council. In the meantime he 
will stay at the retreat outside of town, out 
of the reach of the legal process of the coun- 
cil. Councilman Nelson Cole thinks 
that the Treasurer can be found 
very easily when he is wanted. Ik 
the Council has any pressing need for his 

resence,’’ said Councilman Cole, ‘‘l imag- 
ne he could be ot at in a short 
time by putting detectives on his 
track, but there seems no reason to 
doubt that he is really sick. Weali under- 
stand how that could de under the circum- 
stances.’’ 

Vice-President W. M. ——— said to-day 
that he had just learne that the 
Council would have the Foerstel matter en- 
tirely in its own hands, and he had not made 
up his mind how to look at the situation, 1 
am not prepared to say whether we ought to 
accept the resignation or not,“ he said. 
There would be the legal side to it, and 
we shall move very cautiously. We 
have got no service on  £Foerstel 
because he is not in town. Our 
jurisdiction does not extend beyond the city. 
As soon as he comes in town We shall get 
him. Wecertainly cannot try him now, not 
having got service on him, but we’ll meet 
Saturday night, adjourn over, and keep ad. 
Jouraing till we get service. 

City Counselor Marshall said gree | that 
the city would waive none of its rights by 
acce pting the resignation.

CARON TO BE EMPLOYED TO HUNT DOWN 
THE DINAMITERS. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 29.—Considerable excitement 
has been caused in Irish home-rule circles by 
the news that the imperial authorities have 
directed Scotland Yard to take the spy known 

Maj. Le Carron into the employ 
the Government for the purpose 
of tracing out the guilty parties 


connected with the Dublin explosion. Maj. 
Le Caron is greatly abhorred by Irishmen of 
all factions, and it is believed that the report 
will, if confirmed, greatly weaken 
hold of the Liberal Government in 
It is said that Sir Wm. 
Harcourt, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and next to the Lord High Chan- 
cellor the head ofthe Cabinet during the ab- 
sence of Mr. Gladstone on the continent, has 
taken the reins in his oon hands and is per- 
sonally directing the employment of Le Car- 
on. arcourt is reported to be firmly of the 
opinion that the explosion in Dublin was 
the result of a political dynamite plot 
and indicates a revival of dynamite methods. 
Le Caron, itis stated, gave llarcourt to un- 
derstand that he had reason to believe he 
could trace out the authors of theexplosion, 
but refused to state his evidence to Asquith 
or Morley. Hence the action said to have 
been taken under orders by Scotland Yard. 
The general belief is that the Dublin ex- 
losion in which Detective Synott lost his 
fe wasthe work of Anarchists rather than 
that of the rer "ier force party. The 
lice theory is that it was part of the plot 
— by the police in London a short 
time ago to carry on a dynamite propaganda 
in Great Britain in behalf of the Anarchist 
cause. The recent extradition of Francois, 
the French Anarchist, caused the police to

Slans went down before the ragor in defer- 
ence to St. Nicholas. But, unlocklly for the 
priests, the next little war happened to be 
with the Swedes, who wore no beards, and 
thusit was that the Russian soldiers de- 
manded to be allowed to abjure the razor, so 
that the holy Nicholas might have no dim 
culty in arranging for their protection.

ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAYS. 


History of Their Adoption and Growth in 
the Last Five Years. 


From Harper's Weekly. 

The history of electric street railways for 
the last five years is that of almost unequaled 
development. The figures showing the 
growth of the system are Interesting. At the 
close of the last year there were in this coun 
try 10,599 miles of street railway, with 65,877 
cars. Of these 4,061 miles were electric and 
8,892 cars were electric. The total ot horse, 


cable and electric mileage had increased 
during the year 1891, 1,490 miles, but electric- 
ty standing by itself had increased 1,588 
miles. The total of horse, cable and 
electric cars nad 
the year 3,826 cars. 
3,300 were propelled by electricity. 
were attheend of the year seven times as 
many miles of electric road as of cable, and 
almost twice as many electric cars as there 
were cable cars. There were at the end of the 
year something over 400 electric roads tu op- 
eration in America. Last March it was esti- 
mated trat of the sixteen cities in tite 
United States having 20,00 Iinhabd- 
itants, fourteen, or 87 per cent 
were equipped with electric roads. 
the forty-two cities having between [50,000 
and 290,000 inhabitants, forty-one, or 97% per 
cent, had electric roads. Of the remaining 
291 cities with a population of over 8,000, it is 
said that there are not a score that have not 
electric roads, or are not pre ug to intro- 
duce tho system.

SAN Francisco, Cal., Dec. 29.—W. A. Sacht- 
leben of Alton, III., and Thomas G. Allen of 
Ferguson, Mo., have arrived here from Van- 
couver, British Columbia, after making @ 
tour of the world on bicycles. June 20, 1890,

specimen of semi-legalized blackmail, to say 
nothing of the injustice done the public. Of 
course it is popularly understood that 
the latter element is supposed to 
be in the perilous position that 
a whaler meets when she is 
hemmed in by two ice floes, Dut with a 
reasonable amount of fairness the betters 
will guarantee to meet the tricksters half 
way. Theracing rules regarding the claim- 
ing of horses are fairly sound, but some clubs 
have added a provision that beaten horses 
are not claimabdle.’’
